* Articles IL. and II, treating with the 
ending of a state of war, evacuation of 
occupied territory and exceptions to the 
latter provision in the cases of Poland, 
Lithuania, Courtland, etc., are as cabled 
under Brest-Litovsk date, via Berlin, on 
Sunday last. 

Article III: Treaties and agreements

Eisenman produced statistical records 
to show thet, at various quartermaster 
depots, cloth deliveries were ample for 
manufacturing facilities in operation. 

Why Weel Content Was Reduced. 

Eisenman told the committee he had 
recommended and the quartermaster 
general had approved reducing the wool 
content in overcoats, blankets and oth- 
ér clothing and substitution of wool 
substitutes, or “shoddy,” saying the 
quality was not impaired and that as 
good or better garments were secured. 

“We have not changed the “weights,” 
he insisted, explaining that although 
former overcoat cloth specifications 
were for 75 per cent wool and 25 per 
cent cotton, the new standards were 65 
per cent wool and 35 per cent re-work- 
ed wool. 

“But it is better than all wool,” he 
declared. ‘‘We are getting the best of 
goods, goods fit for a king.” 

The scrap sorting contract, both Eis- 
enman and Kaplan asserted, was in- 
tended to give the contractors a profit 
of only half a cent a pound, all over 
that to be returned to the government. 
Eisenman protested against its recent 
annulment by General Sharpe, who said 
the price of 6 cents a pound for sort- 
ing was excessive.

A report from the Atlanta fuel deal- 
ers will also be introduced which will 
show that the coal men of the city 
have received only 220 cars, or 11 cars 
a day, during the period named above, 
and that as Atlanta’s normal consump- 
tion of fuel for domestic purposes, 
which has been added to by the ex- 
treme cold of the past few weeks, is 
something like 29 cara a day, the peo- 
2 are getting less than half the do- 
Miestic coal that is needed. 

The supply of steam coal ts also very 
much short of the normal demand, and 
a number of plants have been forced to 
curtail operation, while others have 
shut down, it is said. The demand for 
steam coal in Atlanta is very large, the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
using 15 cars daily, the Atlantic Steel 
company 12 cars per day and other con- 
cerns in proportion. The street ratlway 
company ts running on short allowance, 
and has had to cut down much of its 


power. on account of the lack of fuel,

U-Boats Not So Efficient. 

Reports of encounters with subma- 
rines in the past three months indi- 
cate that whatever improvements have 
been made in the U-boais, they are not 
nearly so efficient or deadly as they 
were earlier in the year. This is due 
partly to the lower standard of their 
torpedoes and also to deterioration in 
the quality of their crews. In “U-boat- 
ing’ as in aviation, experienced men 
are irreplaceable and novices stand a 
poor chance. 

The American naval men have 
learned to.identify the German U-boat 
veteran mainly by the character of his 
operation and can tell when the novice 
comes on their beat by the amateur- 
ishness of his methods. Some of the 
German veterans like the commander 
whom the Americans have 
“Kelly,” are foemen worthy of the navy 
man’s best efforts, but the U-boat nov- 
ices fall into the net easily and their 
chances of escape are small. 

Mine laying submarines continue 
very active and figures given the Assgo- 
ciated Press today show that last year 
more than 4,600 German mines were 
swept up in British waters alene. The 
lane through which the American de- 
stroyers enter and leave their base is a 
favorite spot for German mine layers 
and sweepers constantly at work there.

American fighting men are to cross 
the Atlantic as rapidly as they can 
be mustered and trained. France and 
Great Britain on thelr part undertake 
not only to join in providing ships to 
carry them, but to see that any de- 
ficiencies in’ arms and equipment are 
made up. on the other side.

Looking ‘beyond 1918 the United 
States will have no need to seek mill- 
tary equipment of any kind away from 
home; Before the present year ends 
its full war resources will have been 
made available. 

Extension of Shipping Program. 

The third recommendation of the mis- 
sion to which the country is now com- 
mitted ie for extension of the American 
shipping program. “Systematic co- 
ordination of resources of men and ma- 
terials” to produce the necessary ships 
is urged upon government and people 
alike. = 

Under a resolution adopted by the 
inter-allied conference a unified use of 
ship tonnage was agreed upon which 
would permit “the liberating of the 
greatest amount of tonnage possible for 
the transportation of American troops.” 
A policy to govern the use of neutral 
tonnage was agreed upon. Port facili- 
ties at debarkation points for Ameri- 
can forces were respected and steps 
taken to permit the return of vessels to 
their home ports with the least possible 
delay. 

Even as the nature of this agreement 
which has bound all the resources of 
more than half the world into one force 
to defeat Germany was being published 
definite action toward making it good 
was in progress also in Paris. Assist- 


ant Secretary Crosby of the treasury , 


department, who remained in Europe as 


president of the inter-allied council, of- 
ficially described as a priority board, 
met there today with the financial rep- 
resentatives of the other powers to dis- 
cuss questions of credit and to which 
ef the allies further American loans 
are to go. 

The decision to keep American troops 
moving to Europe in a steady stream 
makes another advance in the govern- 
ment’s war plans. Originally, it was 
proposed to use all available tonnage 
for the transportation of supplies and 
munitions and to send no soldiers over 
until they had been given a year's 
training. This was changed when Mar- 
ghal Jotfre came to the United States 
with word that France wanted at once 
any number of Americans who could 
eome to puc the Stars and Stripes on 
the firing line and hearten the French 
soldiers, wearied by their long battle 
against the invaders. 

The Chief Kecommendations, 

The principal recommendations 
the American delegation are: 

‘That the United States exert 4)l 
their influence to secure the entire 
unity of effort, military, naval and 
economic, between themselves and the 
countries associated with them in the 
war. 

“Inasmuch as the successful termi- 
nation of ‘the war by the United States 
and the allies can be greatly hastened 
by the extension of the United States 
shipping program, that the government 
and the people of the United States 
bend every effort towards accomplish- 
ing this result by a systematic co-or- 
dination of resources of men and ma- 
terials. 

“That the fighti forces of the Unit- 
ed States be dispatched to Europe with 
the least possible delay, incident to 
training and equipment.” 

The following statement by the de- 
partment of state made public in oon- 
nection with the recommendations: 

“a review of the report filed with 
the department of state by Colonel 
House, the head of the special war 
mission which visited Great Britain 
and France in November, shows that it 
@ucceeded in its. purpose of reaching 
e definite working plan for the prose- 
eution of the war through co-operation 
ef the governments represented at the 
eonference held in Paris in the various 
fields of activity, and through mar- 
ghalling the resources of the nations at 
war with the central powers and co- 
ordinating their uses under a common 
authority, thus avoiding the waste and 
uncertainties that arise from  inde- 
pendent action. 

“The results of the conferences, as 
shown in the report, are most gratify- 
ing to this government, first, be@ause 
they indicate that the conferees were 
inspired by the desire to be mutually 
helpful, and, second, because the agree- 
ments, which were reached, when in 
full operation, will greatly increase the 
effectiveness of the efforts now being 
put forth by the United States and the 
allies in the conflict against Germany 
and Austria-Hungary. 

“A gummary of the results accom- 
plished at their conferences and of the 
recommendations made by the Amerj- 
can mission will indicate the value of 
the work done and the practical meth- 
ods which were considered by the con- 
ferences and which are recommended 
in the report.” 


The Sub-Headings. 


The sub-headings naval, military, 
diplomatic and shipping here follow: 

“NAVAL: 

“(1) The formation of an inter-al- 
lied naval council to co-ordinate the 
Operation of the naval forces of the 
United States and her associates in the 
that these forces may in the 
future be operated as one in the prose- 
cution of the war on the sea and in 
conjunction with the land forces.

The 
contribution of the United States to 
this pooling arrangement was agreed 
upon. The contributions likewise of 
the countries associated with the Unit- 
ed States were determined. This pool- 
ing arrangement guaranteed that full 
equipment of every kind would be 
available to all American troops sent 
to Europe during the year 1918. 

_ “*¢3) Unqualified support to the reso- 
lution adopted by the inter-allied con- 
ferences looking to the creation of an 
allied advisory board charged with the 
duty of advising the shipping authori- 


n ning the allo- | 
ties of each nation concerning ‘navy with munitions and other mate-

“(4) Full survey made of problem of 
debarkation in Europe of American 
military forces and transportation of 
such forces and supplies to the bases of 
military operation. 

“(5) Arrangements made for fullest 
co-operation between the United States, 
Great Britain and France in the pro- 
duction of military instruments and 
supplies of all kinds. 

“(6) Plans for the proper organiza- 
tion under naval and military control 
of ports of debarkation of troops and 
discharge of cargoes looking to the 
most economical utilization of tonnage. 

“(7) Participation in military deliber- 
ations of supreme war council as a step 
towards efficient and centralized unity 
of control of military operations.

Aside from reciprocal ar- 
tillery duels little fighting of moment 
is in progress. In an endeavor to off- 
set their loss of ground, resulting from 
having been driven back across the 
lower Piave river, the enemy has tried 
to effect a landing on the west bank 
of the stream a short distance from 
the mouth of the Piave His boats, 
however, were caught under the fire 
of the Italian guns and the project 
had to be given up. 

Austro-German airmen oontinue to 
bomb towns on the Venetian plains. 
Treviso and Bassano have again been 
attacked and bombs also were dropped 
on Mestre. Little. damage was done 
by the bombs. Three of the enemy air- 
oraft were shot down in aerial bat- 
tles or by anti-aircraft guns. 


GERMANS PREPARE 
FOR BLOW IN WEST. 


The Germans are preparing for a 
great offensive in France and Bel- 
gium, according to Major General Mau- 
rice, chief director of military opera- 
‘tions at the British war office. Gen- 
eral Maurice sayd@ it is probable that 
with their heavy reinforcements, drawn 
‘from the eastern to the western front, 
the Germans shortly will make a strong 
offensive against the British and 
French armies and that the enemy may 
be expected to make some gains. Opti- 
migm was expressed, however, that the 
enemy would not be able to inflict 
the same degree of damage upon the 
allies as he has sustained at the hands 
of the British during the last year. | 

Apparent proof that the Germans are 
preparing for a big offensive is the 
almost continuous bombardment of va- 
rious sectors along the British and 
French fronts. Aside from these bom- 
bardments there has been little activity 
exoept by small raiding parties. A 
heavy snow is falling and another cold 
wave has eet in on the French front 
from St. Quentin to the Vosges moup- 
tains. ' 


ITALIANS REPULSE 
TEUTONIC EFFORT 
TO CROSS THE PIAVE 


Rome, January 2.—Another attempt 
to cross the Piave river has been de- 


feated by the Italians, the war office 
announces. Half a score of vessels 
loaded with enemy troops were dis 
persed at Intestadura, when th 
crossing was attempted. 

Intestadura is on the west bank of 
the Piave, ten miles from its mouth, 
It is just above the region flooded by 
the talians to protect Venice and 
about five miles below the Zenson 
rridgehead, which the Austrians 
abandoned after having had a foot- 
hold there for several weeks on the 
western bank of the river. 

Brit@h patrols have been active in 
‘attacking hostile advanced posts with 
considerable success. The text of the 
statement reads: 

“The usual artillery actions took 
place, Italian and English batteries 
*+xploded two enemy munition depots 
at Fontigo and south of Conegliano. 
English patrols attacked enemy ad- 
a posts, inflicting losses and cap- 

ring prisoners. 

“About ten vessels loaded with 
. troops which attempted to approach 
the right bank of the Piave at Intes- 
tadura were dispersed by our fire. 

“Aviators and English batteries 
‘brought down three enemy airplanes. 
Two others fell as the result of aerial 
battles with Italian and French avia- 
tors. During the night enemy avia- 
tors dropped a few bombs on Mestre 
and Treviso. No damage was done nor 
were there any casualties. Enemy avia- 
tors also bombed Bassano, where one 
person was kill and five others 
wounded. Slight damage was done. 

“Our squadrons bombed aviation 
camps at Lacomina and Aviano, caus- 
ing extensive fires. Enemy movements 
at the railway station of St. Stino de 
Livenza and enemy ba have been 
bombed effectively by an Italian diri- 
gible.” ,

GOVERNMENT SALE

Urged by Hoover—Also Fa- 

: vors Federal Control of 
Food in Hotels and Res- 
taurants—Lodge Grills 
Hoover. . 


Washington, January 2.—Govern- 
ment purchase of and sale to consum- 
ers of all sugar used in the United 
States and control of the amounts and 
kinds of food to be served in public 
eating places were advocated to meet 
the abnormal war conditions by Food 
Administrator Hoover today in testi- 
mony before the senate committee in- 
vestigating sugar. He said additional 
legislation conferring upon the . food 
administration such powers should be 
enacted by congress. 

Food conservation came up only cas- 
ually during an all-day examination of 
Mr. Hoover, but the administrator re- 
vealed that results from conservation 
plans formulated for hotels and res- 
taurants had been disappointing be- 
cause of the deliberate failure of some 
to co-operate with the administration. 
Those seeking to help had been forced 
to abandon their efforts, Mr. Hoover 
said, in order to meet competition. The 
witness believed housewives generally 
were conforming to the conservation 
recommendations.

NEW YORK CITY 
STILL SUFFERING. 


New York, January 2.—New York 
jcity today continued to suffer from a 
combination of near zero weather and 
inadequate coal supply. 

Spurred to even greater effort, how- 
ever, ‘by weather bureau warnings that 
a storm was bearing down upon the 
city, fuel administrators and those in 
charge of transportation facilities 
were aple to give assurance that the 
Situation is rapidly clearing.

“While conditions are improving, the 
coal situation is going to be a problem 
all winter,’ cautioned A. H. Smith, 
president of the New York Central 
lines and deputy director general] in 
charge of eastern railroads, after a 
,conference with fuel administrators. 

Lack of heat caused the closing of 
more than 50 schools in the greater 
city today. It is believed most of 
them will be able to open tomorrow. 

East Side residents who have been 
dependent for fuel on yards where coal 
is sold in bucketful quantities, today 
attacked truck drivers at four of these 
places after being told there was nv 
coal for sale. At one yard the rioters 
forced their way through the gates 
and carried away five tons of coal 
before police could interfere. 

Ten degrees above zero was the 
highest point to which the mercury 
rose today. Barly in the day one de- 
gree above zero was recorded. 

A. H. Wiegin, federal fuel adminis- 
trator for New York, tonight issued an 
order curtailing electric lighting 25 
per cent in office buildings, apartment 
houses, hotels, clubs, restaurants,

BRITISH AMBASSADOR 
TO LEAVE WASHINGTON 


Sir Cecil Spring-Rice Informs 
Lansing of His Re- 
tirement. 


Washington, January 2?2.—Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, who has been British am- 
bassador in Washington since May 6, 
1913, called at the state department 
today to say that he was going home 
on leave of absence. That wae as far 
as the official statement on the sub- 
ject went, but it is known that in- 
formation to be given out from London 
will confirm the reports that come 
through English newspapers of a gen- 
eral and sweeping change in the Brit 
ish diplomatic representation in most 
of the larger capitals. 

The purpose of the re-organization, 
it is learned, touches the personnel of 
the embassies rather than the policies 


of the British government in its rela- | 


tion with its allies, and it is expressly 
stated in an authoritative quarter that 
there is to be no change in those poli- 
cies connected with prosecution of the 
war. 

Sir Cecil has desired for some time 

to be relieved of his heavy duties as 
S00n as such a change couid be made 
Without detriment to the service. It is 
known now that when Foreign Min- 
ister Balfour came to tle United States 
'last spring the ambassador tendered 
‘his resignation, to take effect at the 
iconvenience of the foreign office. 
' No statement can be made as to the 
lime the change will take effect or as 
jto the -succession to the ambassador- 
Ship, but it is expected that this infor- 
jination will not be long deferred. In 
‘the meantime Colville Barclay, cvotn- 
lsellor of the embassy, probably will 
serve as charge d'affaires. 

Sir Cecil came to succeed Ambassa- 
dor Bryce, who was retired on account 
of age, in conformity with the practice 
of the British diplomatic service.

For weeks and months complaints about 
the inadequacy of the delivery of mails have 
been heard from all sections of the country;

As an illustration: The Constitution on 
January 1 received a letter from R. Hoe & 
(o., with reference to the installation of ad- 
ditional mechanical equipment, dated at 
New York, December 29,.1917, which began 
as follows: 

“Your two favors of DECEMBER 17 did 
net reach us until THIS MORNING, 
dently having been delayed in the mail.” 

Here is a letter which was three full days 
on the road between New York and the office 
of The Constitution! Which was bad enough 
in itself, but it refers to two other letters 
which were from December 17 to December 
29, or twelve days, in reaching New York 
from Atlanta! 

While, as everybody knows, the trains 
generally are running behind schedule just 
now, owing to sundry causes, a day’s limit 
would amply cover the most belated arrival 
on any schedule between Atlanta and New 
York. 

No piece of mail matter should be sub- 
jected to delay in transmission greater than 
that of the train carrying it. When it is de- 
layed longer than that the fault lies with the 
postal department, and the public has a 
right, not only to complain, but to demand 
improvement in the service! 

To argue that the present deplorable con- 
dition in the mail service is hurting business, 
disorganizing commerce, hampering the gov-

ployees, are to blame.

the basis of profit-making instead of service! 

It is being managed with a single object- 
ive in view: That at the end of the year the 
postmaster general can say, not “See the 
service I have rendered the public;” but 
“See what the department has earned!” 

So long as Burleson remains at the head 
of the department the public is going to 
continue to suffer from inadequate and ineffi- 
cient postal service, because he is $perating 
upon a basic fallacy, and he is wedded to his 
idol.

But, although 
he said Germany was no longer annexa-~ 
tionist, she is still imperialist, because after 
the war she will again manufacture for ex- 
port. The English liberal press has said that 
if Germany were prepared to restore Belgian 
independence, there would be no further ob- 
stacle to peace, Gearmany. is ready to do this, 
and still the war continues. America will 
; not make peace with an autocracy. But after 
the events of the last change of chancello#s, 
Germany can no longer be called an autoc- 
racy. Still, there are no signs that leading 
Americans are any more inclined to make 
peace than they were befgre.

Fifth. No Bulgarian officer or soldier to 
be allowed to enter Salonica. 

Sixth. The Greek territory to be evacu- 
ated immediately after the operations were 
over. 

Seventh. Monastir to be ceded to Greece 
as compensation.

| * In the spirit of true sympathy and lov- 
‘ing kindness, those responsible for the fund 
do not recognize any nationality among 
horses or dogs maimed or sick from the 
dangers and hardships of war. The stray 
German horse, with his girth and saddle so 
long strapped to his body that they have 
stuck to his skin—a frequent case in the 
early days of the war—received the same care 
‘as the wounded British or allied animal; 
received from gentle hands the same crown- 
ing mercy of humane death, where he ld 
not be saved. The work of the Blue Cross 
volunteers is not bounded by the poor con- 
fines of geography, as far as it concerns an- 
imals falling into their hands. 


The function of the Blue Cross organiza- 
tion with regard to British horses in the 
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field is only te supplement the work of the | 


now much-extended Army Veterinary corps. 
Vast as the latter has become, the need is 


always greater than the supply, and by find- 
ing supplies of veterinary necessaries to eke 


out those provided by the corps, the Blue 
Cross is an excellent auxiliary. Where there 
is adequate means for the proper care of 
horses, the chance of sickness is lessened 
to a very great extent. By giving arti- 
add to the comfort and care of 
the horses in camps at home and overseas, 
the fund reduces to a corresponding degre 
the work of the veterinary surgeons, By 
siving portable forges, fly protectors, sad- 
dle-pads, sheepskin antichafe pads, clippers, 
brushes, tooth rasps, rugs, bandages and 
countless first-aid requisites, the fund helps 
by the best sysem, namely, that founded on 
the adage that prevention fs better than 
cure On this principle over 1,000 units 
of the home and expeditionary forces have 
been supplied with various articles. 


In addition to the work of alfpplying the 
goods for the comfort of the, animals at 
home and abroad, the fund maintains fully 
equipped horse ambulances working at mili- 
tary camps; and one motor horse ambulance 
costing £1,000 has been sent to the British 
forces at Saloniki. 


Fine Corps of Veterinaries. 

The British army has one of the finest 
veterinary corps in the world, and, with 
justifiable pride in its organization, does 
not need or permit any civilian horse hos- 
pitals to be established in its lines. It per- 
mits the help of the Blue Cross fund 
only in the same way that it permits any 
helper to add to the comfort of the soldier. 
But though this alone would be sufficient 
to justify the existence of the fund, there 
is a wider justification still. The French, 
owing to the smaller demands for veterinary 
work in normal times, have not been able to 
expend their veterinary organization with 
the same facility as their British allies, and 
it is here that the Blue Cross has stepped 
into the breach. 


Behind the French lines there have been 
established since October, 1914, hospitals for 
the care of sick and wounded horses coming 
straight from the battlefield. Up to May 
of this year, out of 56,286 hores treated, 4,524 
have been returned cured. Many still re- 
main in hospital. ‘These horses coming from 
the front, wounded: and exhatisted, have 
been taken straight to a warm ané@ domfort- 
able stabe where they have been fed regular- 
ly (how much that means to @ horse!), have 
been rested and their wounds And sores at- 
tended to. Here they stay for at least three 
montha, after which they are Glassified ac- 
cording to their ability to return to work, 
No horse has ever left a hospital until it 
was absolutely sound and fit. 

There are three main hospital depots of 
the Blue Cross behind the French front: at 
Moret, four hostials containing fifteen wards: 
at St. Mammes, one hospital, a large one of 
five wards, and at Provins, four hospitals 
containing seven wards. Every disease and 
wound known to veterinary science hae been 
treated in these hospitals. 
ters have been carefully ¢xtracter, and the 
wounds antiseptically treated. When the 
horses become convaléscent they are put 
to grass for some hours daily or are exer- 
cised slong the roada nearby the hospitals, 

Blue Cross Looks After Dogs. 

The French authorities, recognizing the 
good work among their horses, have asked 
the Blue Cross to look after their dogs of 
war.

Men employed as machinists or on lath® 
work in factories frequently suffer infections 
in trifling cuts or abrasions and also seem 
unduly susceptible to boils on arms, legs and 
faces. In the state of Ohio, for instance, 22 
per cent of the amount paid by the indus- 
trial commission on death claims was for | 
infections, and 10 per cent of the amount 
paid for loss of time was for the same cause. 
Mr. M. D. Shie, a medica] student, made a 
bacteriological investigation of conditions tn 
@ large Cleveland factory and found that the 
“oll pimples” and infections were caused by 
the contamination of the cutting mixture 
and oil which is used over and over again in 
such work. He further investigated fe 


remedies to prevent such infection. 

By means of cultures taken from the 
cutting mixture and oil he found that the 
oil gave no growth at all, but the cutting 
mixture gave very active growths of the 
ordinary pus-producing types of germs which 
cause pimples, boils and blood poisoning . 
(septicemia). From this it woula seem that 
the oil, which the workmen generally blame, 
is really not the source of the infection; or 
at any raté the cutting mixture (a compound 
of animal fats, petroleum oils and usually 
acids to facilitate the action of the cutting 
tool of the lathe on the object being worked) 
is the chief source of infection, f, 

Shie passed an electro-magnet gver the 
hands and arms of workmen who/ thought 
their skin clean, and the magnet came away 
covered with fine steel “hairs,” which may 


leave microscopie wounds, but wounds amply 
large enough to permit the invasion of 
Staphylococcus or Streptococcus strains of 
germs. Cultures made from the arms of the 
Same men showed active growths of the busy 
little pus-producing germs, whereas. similar 
cultures from the arms of college students 
showed comparatively few such germ 
growths. 

By the regular use of such a reliable and 
cheap chemical disinfectant as cresol in the 
cutting mixture and oil, in the strength of 
one per cent, the proportion of infections in 
the shop was reduced from 5 per cent to lesa 
than 0.5 per cent, and boils have practically 
disappeared. The odor of creso! is disagree- 
able to some persons. It is possible that the 
hygienic laboratory disinfectant (a very 
cheap and efficient disinfectant of pleasant 
odor devised by, the U. S. public health serv- 
ice, Washington, D. C.) would prove efficient 
for the purpose. 

In shops where oil pimples, boils and 
infections are frequent, the: men should be 
taught the necessity of protecting the oi! 
and cutting mixture from needless pollution, 
as by expectorating tobacco into it. A man 
is willing to be careful when his own health: 
and life are concerned..,

ANS WER—lIt is obtained from the fossil 
remains of fish. South America contributes 
most of it, and probably the war makes ship- 
ment expensive. We are ynable to determine 
that it has any remedial value, apart from 
its rich_ brown color and the psychology of 
odor. There is a considerable amount of 
sulphur in organic combination in ichthyol, 
and possibly it is the sulphur in it that aec- 
counts for its use in various skin diseases.

City Parks Cover 
Five Per Cent of % 
Atlanta’s Acreage * 


In Annual Report the Park 

Manager Makes Compre- 
hensive Review of All 
Branches of Department. 
New Swimming Pool Rec- 
ommended. 


For every twenty acres of Atlanta 
real estate, or for every 235 inhabitants 
of Atlanta, there is one acre of park 
property, according to the report of D. 
F. Gillespie, general manager of Atlan- 
ta’s parks, which was read Wednesday 
to the members of the park commission. 

The annual report was unusually com- 
plete and comprehensive, consisting of 
thirty-five typewritten pages and deal- 
ing with a wide variety of subjects, 
ranging from the cacatuidae callopsit- 
tacus at the zoo to additional park 
benches and swimming pools., 

Mr. Gillespie estimates the value of 
the city’s parks at $1,856,125, and he 
Places a valuation of $11,154.50 on the 
animals at the zoo. His report also 
shows that the expense of maintaining 
the parks, including improvements, re- 
placements and salaries, amounted to 
$87,552.65 last year. 

156,657 Bath Attendance. 

It speaks well for the cleanliness of 
Atlantans that 156,657 people took ad- 
vantage of the bathing facilities in 
the parks last summer, according to Mr. 
Gillespie’s report. Of this number, the 
men and boys exceeded the women and 
girls by 63,000. 

The report shows that 52,889 people 
visited the cyclorama during the veaf, 
which resulted in a revenue of $7,933.45 
for the city and an additional revenue 
of $1,225.47 accrued from fees paid for 
park concessions. 

_ The report of Mrs. F. M. Tibbetts, su- 
pervisor of playgrounds, was included 
in that of the general manager of parks. 
Mrs. Tibbetts stated that the total at- 
tendance at the 11 playgrounds during 
the 10 summer weeks, when they were 
conducted under the supervision of di- 
rector-teachers, was 103,314.

PRUBATION OFFICER 
MAKES GUOD REPORT 


= Tells of 618 Cases 


Handled by His Office in 
1917—Fifty Failures. 


An analysis of the annual report of 
S- J. Coogler, adult probation officer, 
for 1917, shows that the probation sys- 
tem of reconstructing wayward hu- 
manity, as practiced in Atlanta, is meet- 
ing with success. This is demonstrated 
by the fact that through the efforts 
of the probation officers $6,567.71 was 
paid to abandoned children and neglect- 
ed homes by men who had evidently 
lost the sense of responsibility to their 
families until they fell into the hands 
of the probation officers. 

The report states that 30 cases were 
adjusted without court interference. 
City officials believe that these two re- 
sults alone have an economic value 
to the cost of maintaining the 
probation office. 

Out of the 618 cases handled by the 
probation officers, only fifty of the 
probationers failed to keep their ob- 
ligations, while on the other hand, 202 
probationers were released by reason 
of good record and 18 were released 
by reason of reconciliation with their 
families.

Tucson, Ariz., January 2.—A train on 
the Southern Pacific railroad was at- 
tacked this morning 32 miles south of 
Empalme, Sonora, and from twenty to 
thirty passengers were killed, accord- 
ing to advices received today. The 
conductor and an express messenger 
were among those killed. Some of the 
passengers were from Tucson, but their 
names have not been learned. 

The attack was by Yaqui Indians. 
The train was the continuation of the 
one which left Nogales yesterday morn- 
ing and was made up at Empalme for 
the trip south. 

Advices said the attack occurred at 
a point known as Pitahaya. A mill- 
tary escort of about seventy-five fed- 
eral soldiers On board’ was greatly out- 
nunyrbered. 

The Indians tore up the tracks, de- 
railing the train. They then attacked 
the rear car, in which the passengers, 
mostly Mexicans, were massacred, he 
Indians then looted the baggage and 
express cars and rode away.

The federal food conservation act has 
puts a new weapon in the hands of the 
government to fight the moonshiners, 
according to John W. Henley, assistant 
United States attorney, who = stated 
Wednesday that section 15 of the act 
provides that “no foods, 
materials shall be used in the produc- 
tion of distilled spirits for beverage 
purposes” and that a penalty of $5,000 
or imprisonment for two years, or both, 
may be imposed for violations of this 
law. ~

of the government to endeavor to se- 
cure indictments against moonshiners 


in future on the ground of violating the | 


food conservation act, as well as of 
violating the revenue act.

Their size varies 
from a meteorite of many tons to one 
of a few pounds.
